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J ailed priest plans to continue to rescue 


Fr. Kaicher hopes 
arrest will urge 
others to protect life

DESCANSO — After the first few 
worrisome hours in jail, beginning to 
serve a 45-day senterice for trespassing at 
abortion clinics, Father Edward ‘‘Bud ”’ 
Kaicher said he will probably continue 
participating in anti-abortion activities 
even though he ‘“does not look forward to 
coming back’’ to jail. : 

‘However, my time is a small price to 
pay, the priest-director of the diocesan 
Office of Youth and Young Adult 
Ministries, told Southern Cross in a phone 
interview Nov. 1 from the Descanso 
Detention Facility. 

Father Kaicher said he hopes his arrest 
will challenge others to some kind of 
response — letters, education, prayer — 
to protect and respect life. 

On Oct. 31 Father Kaicher became the 
first Catholic priest in the Diocese of San 
Diego to serve time for anti-abortion 
protests. 

He spent the first few hours of his 
45-day sentence in the holding tank at the 
El Cajon branch of the San Diego County 
Jail before being moved to the Descanso 
facility, where he will serve the rest of his 
sentence, which could be reduced, for 
good behavior, to 30 days. 

There were some moments when he 
wondered, ‘“‘How did I get myself into 
this?’’ and was worried about what was 
ahead. 

Adding to those initial fears was the fact 
that he was not alone in the holding tank 
— there were others, including those 
charged with gang-related crimes. 
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the entrances of abortion clinics and after the first couple 

days of his sentence said his jail time “is a small price to 

pay” for trying to save the unborn from abortions. He said 

in spite of facing more jail time, he would probably 
continue his rescue activities.

Bishops: Catholicscannot take ‘pro-choice’ stand

BALTIMORE — U.S. bishops Nov. 7 
called for constitutional protection of the 
unbom, ultimate reversal of Supreme Court 
> decisions permitting abortion, and for 
Catholics, including politicians, to shun 
““pro-choice’’ positions. 

At their general meeting in Baltimore, the 
bishops also elected Archbishop Daniel E. 
Pilarczyk of Cincinnati as president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
and U.S. Catholic Conference on the first 
ballot. He succeeds Archbishop John L. May 
of St. Louis, president since 1986. 

Archbishop William H. Keeler of Bal- 
timore, host for the meeting marking the 
bicentennial of the nation’s first diocese, was 
elected vice president. Both will serve three- 


year terms, beginning Nov. 9 with the 
meeting’s end. 

“Because of the critical importance of the 
issue, and the need for a timely response,” 
the bishops said in their resolution on abor- 
tion, “we wish to reaffirm our conviction that 
all human life is sacred whether born or 
unbom.” 

“No Catholic can responsibly take a ‘pro- 
choice’ stand when the ‘choice’ in question 
involves the taking of innocent human life,” 
the resolution said. 

The bishops urged “public officials, espe- 
cially Catholics, to advance these goals in 
recognition of their moral responsibility to 
protect the weak and defenseless among us.” 

More state and federal laws against abor- 
tion were also recommended. 

Cardinal John J. O’Connor of New York 


was elected the new chairman of the bishops’ 
Committee on Pro-Life Activities, the group 
that wrote the resolution. He replaced Car- 
dinal Joseph L. Bemardin of Chicago. 

Before the meeting ends the bishops are 
expected to vote on a statement urging the 
restoration of Christian sexual morality and 
an end to drug abuse as the only real solu- 
tions to the AIDS epidemic in the United 
States. 

The proposed statement challenges “all of 
us to pattern our human behavior in fidelity 
to God’s revelation” as proclaimed in church 
teachings, Archbishop Roger M. Mahony of 
Los Angeles told his fellow bishops Nov. 6 
in a presentation on the draft. 

Drafted by a committee headed by the Los 
Angeles prelate, the statement calls for a 
return to chastity as the primary means of 


. preventing the spread of acquired immune 


deficiency syndrome through sexual rela- 
tions. 

It says the so-called “safe sex” approach 
of condom use advocated in some quarters 
is unreliable and fails to attack the underly- 
ing problem of human behavior. 

“We caution young people not to be~ 
trapped into following the ‘safe sex’ myth 
which is both a lie and a fraud,” Archbishop 
Mahony said. 

On Nov. 7, the bishops approved a docu- 
ment on retreats for diocesan priests, al- 
though some concern was expressed that it 
stressed psychological rather than spiritual 
development. 

The bishops also began discussions on a 
committee document dealing with priestless

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Catholic school students 
learn about Soviet arts

SAN DIEGO — As participants in the 
San Diego Soviet arts festival, students of 
Catholic schools in the Diocese of San 
Diego are learning about Soviet culture 
through a combination of curriculum 
packets, field trips to view festival exhibits 
and cultural performances and _ school 
assemblies featuring Soviet performers. 

By the end of the “‘San Diego Arts 
Festival: Treasures of the Soviet Union,”’ 
Nov. 12, some 150,000 private and public 
schoolchildren will have seen, touched, 
heard and learned about Soviet culture. 

Sister Timothea Kingston, CSC, 
director of personnel for the diocesan 
School’s Office and liaison for the Soviet 
Art Festival Education Committee, said 
the festival has ‘‘helped to broaden a 
global vision of the world which Catholic 
schools try to focus on and emphasize.’ 

‘“Actually seeing people from another 
country is important. The performances 
and artwork is culturally enriching, but 
seeing Soviet students is important in 
bridge-building,’’ said Sister Kingston. 

The festival’s Education Committee 
assembled two curriculum packets. The 
one for kindergarten through sixth grade 


contains lesson plan ideas and 
information covering general information 
about the Soviet Union. The other 


packet, designed for 7th- through 12th- 
graders, contains lesson plans on more 
specific subjects such as social sciences, 
literature, drama, music and art. 

As additional resources, video 
presentations on Soviet film, dance and 
music are also available. 

Two of the 20 Soviet treasure chests 
have been given to the Catholic schools 
for viewing. All 50 Catholic schools in the 
diocese will have the opportunity to view 
one of them, explained Sister Kingston. 

The decorated chests contain Soviet 
arts and crafts including Matrioshka 
(nesting) dolls, balalaikas (musical 
instrument), Soviet cartoons and other 
objects reflecting the Georgian lifestyle. 

Many of the schools were able to meet 
Soviet children and were given a 
demonstration of arts and crafts native to 
the Soviet Union. 

The Catholic schools that participated 
were: Old Mission Montessori, San Luis 
Rey; St. James Academy, Solana Beach; 
St. Michael, Poway; St. Mary, Star of the 
Sea, Oceanside.

SAN DIEGO — The St. Vincent De 


Paul Single Men’s Residence will open its 
doors Nov. 13, the Feast of St. Didacus, 
at 4 p.m., with a dedication ceremony. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher will bless the 
150-bed Spanish-mission-style facility at 
the event which is expected to draw some 
200 participants. Larry Cushman, 
chairman of the executive board of the 
SVDP Center, will serve as master of 
ceremonies. 

Actress Mercedes McCambridge, an 
Oscar award recipient, will recite a poem 
about homelessness written by Jack 
Carroll, brother of Msgr. Joseph Carroll, 
president of the center. 

The residence, a converted warehouse, 
is adjacent to the St. Vincent de 
Paul/Joan Kroc Center, 1501 Imperial 
Ave., which serves some 350 homeless 
people, including children. 

Although the new facility will open with 
only 75 residents, it is expected to house 
approximately 150 men. 
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The facility includes drop-in . shower 
and laundry facilities for homeless people 
still on the streets. It has a recreational 
room and will offer residents job training 
and a literacy program which includes 
learning English as a second language. 

Residents, who could stay at the shelter 
from one day to a year or more, will also 
have access to all the services of the 
SDVP/Joan Kroc shelter. 

Office space in the new men’s center 
will be available downstairs for various 
social service agencies. 

On cold nights during the winter the 
downstairs can also be set up with cots as 


an overnight shelter for about 100 
homeless men. 
Msgr. Carroll said he is seeking 


churches or groups to provide 10-12 
volunteers one night a month to serve the 
needs of the men at the new shelter. 
Interested groups or churches should call 
233-8797 for further details.

On Oct. 31, I had the rare privilege to represent Father 
“Bud ” Kaicher at a Revocation of Probation hearing as the 
result of Father Kaicher’s earlier conviction of criminal 
trespass at Dr. Allred’s abortion clinic in La Mesa.

The priest and the lawyer 


The bishop of the Diocese of San Diego has recently stated 
that taking the pro-choice position on the unbom is not an 
acceptable position for a Catholic. 

The director of youth ministries of that diocese, carrying

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Help the poor help themselves 


This fall the U.S. bishops’ Campaign for Human Develop- 
ment invited eight of the community organizations which it 
has funded to come to St. Louis and report on how they’ ve 
used their money. 

Present to hear what they had to say were Archbishop John 
L. May of St. Louis, outgoing president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops; Bishop Arthur N. Tafoya of 
Pueblo, Colo., chairman of the bishops’ CHD committee, 
Father Alfred P. LoPinto, CHD’s national director, and a 
group of reporters. 

What these representatives of the poor had to say was 
inspiring. One after another a dozen people from across the 
Midwest and South said, “We used to be poor, but thanks to 
the help we’ve gotten from CHD-funded organizations we’re 
not any more.” They ranged from Iowa farmers fighting to 
keep their land, to the citizens of East St. Louis, Ill., a city so 
poor it can no longer afford to pick up the garbage. 

Two women, one white and one black, were especially 
impressive. The first began by saying, “I’m a welfare 
mother.” She told us she came from a family with a strong 
work ethic where being on welfare was looked down on as 
shameful. 

But when she was abandoned by her husband with three 
small children she had to go on welfare and move into public 
housing. Now a college student, she is part of a CHD-funded 
organization of single mothers who are helping each other 
become self-sufficient. Their biggest problem, they told us, 
are welfare laws which force them to remain unemployed in 
order to get medical coverage for their children. 

The second woman began by saying, “I want to tell you 
how people feel who live below the poverty line.” With great 
feeling she explained the sense of powerlessness and the lack 
of self-respect which is at the heart of poverty. “You feel like 
you don’t deserve anything,” she said. 

Although she spoke for only a few minutes, when she was 
done one could realize that what poor people lack even more 


than money is respect, and that is what CHD-sponsored 
organizations are giving them. 

Through a grass-roots organization called ACORN, “CHD 
teaches us that we do have power,” she said. Now involved 
in numerous attempts to improve her own neighborhood, she 
explains, “My income hasn’t gone up very much, but I’m no 
longer poor. Now I’m just low-income.” The difference 
between being poor and having alow income, she made clear, 
is hope. 

When the hearing was finished the major thought which 
came to my mind was, “Why don’t we give more money to 
an organization this effective?” 

Last year CHD associate director Jim Jennings said, “We 
had to say no to over 200 qualified groups because we didn’t 
have the funds.” That translates into tens of thousands of poor 
people who didn’t get help simply because our contributions 
to the CHD collection have been so low. Held on the Sunday 
before Thanksgiving (Nov. 19 this year), it has averaged 
about 16 cents per Catholic nationally. 

This year Archbishop May is asking Catholics in the 
United States to contribute one hour’s wage to CHD. “Today 
we see in our nation more homeless and hungry than at 
anytime since the Great Depression,” he said. “We should be 
indignant and outraged.” 

If poverty bothers you, this year’s CHD collection is your 
chance to do something about it. Contributing one hour’s 
wage to a program which actually moves people out of 
poverty isn’t a sacrifice, it’s an opportunity.

Why did God allow the quake? 


Certainly no one in California has been excused from the 
Oct. 17 earthquake. The litany of tragedy has been clearly 
detailed in numerous places and needs no repetition here. 

Alongside this list of tragedy is an equally long list on 
incredible human endeavor that has helped alleviate much of 
the pain, suffering and dislocation caused by this disaster. 

Throughout the course of these events, the religious ques- 
uon has often been raised: Why did God allow such a thing 
to happen? 

This is a deeply moral question with profound faith-over- 
tones. It is a question which surfacés attitudes regarding 
human life and its relationship to divine providence. 

This religious and moral question calls for certain respon- 
ses. 

First: The 17th chapter of the Book of Exodus gives us an 
important biblical example that helps illuminate this present 
question. 

We find Moses, with the help of two friends, praying for a 
true and just cause; but the situation verged on total hopeless- 
ness. Amalek was marching his army against Israel to either 
annihilate of absorb Israel into his own ranks. 

When Moses’s arms drooped because they were under- 
Standably tired, the tide of battle turned in Amalek’s favor. 
Moses was powerless and was facing a hopeless situation. 
Because of his supplication, however, God vindicated him 
and what was humanly impossible became divinely resolved. 

This is but one of many biblical examples to remind us that 
it is always necessary, even in the midst of tragedy and a 
hopeless situation, to pray for God’s vindication and gift of 
peace. 

Second: The Book of Job teaches that the human person is 
never fully in a position to completely understand God’s 
ways or motives; and Ecclesiastes 5:1 underlines this point: 
“Be not hasty in your utterance and let not your heart be quick 
to make a promise in God’s presence. God is in heaven and 
you are on earth...”

It is not biblically nor morally wise to think that such a 
disaster as an earthquake is a “statement ” by God to punish 
sinners or to show his disapproval of certain ways of life. 

Most importantly, Jesus nowhere connects human mis- 
fortune and tragedy with either sin or divine anger. On the 
contrary, when his disciples suggest such a connection, Jesus 
explicitly repudiates it (John 9:1-3). 

Third: The tomb of Lazarus and the tomb of Jesus, e.g., 
symbolize human disintegration and death. The tomb, from 
a human point of view, is the end of life. However, our faith 
affirms that the tomb is a transition point to the fullness of 
eternal life. The tomb is not a barrier, but rather a doorway 
into something greater and more mysterious. 

Even on the cross, God was preparing Jesus’ resurrection. 
Even in the midst of our own suffering and tragedy, God is 
preparing our own eternal life and resurrection. 

Fourth: A major earthquake lays waste the human sense of 
scale (see Time, Oct.20). The human sense of proportion is 
outraged in the rifting and shearing. 

Certainties vanish. The earth becomes as wild as surf. 
Normally, earth is the refuge, the stability, the foundation of 
things. Now the earth itself becomes a treat. 

Earthquakes in Scripture often mean that God has 
crumpled the order of the world and hurled it down on 
disgust: “And the foundations of the world do shake...The 
earth is utterly broken down,” writes Isaiah. 

As we continue to produce our own types of disasters, 
wars, pollution, drugs, poverty, we might re-evaluate our 
Own attitudes toward human life and divine providence.

CAMPO — Peter Marbach and his 
fiance Lorena Sprager of Washington, 
D.C., hope representatives of churches 
and agencies in the San Diego diocesan

and that ‘‘you can’t help but be 
touched.”’ 

Sprager said that there are many 
organizations that work side by side with 
the refugee community and there is 


always a need for volunteers, . and 
financial contributions. 
-In San Diego, the Refugee and 


Immigrant Services of Catholic Charities, 
is available to assist refugees with legal 
documentation. 

The San Diego Interfaith Task Force 
on Central America, established in 1983, 
supports refugees who have fled to the 
U.S. to escape violence, repression and 
persecution in their homelands. 

Sprager and Marbach have been 
involved with refugee work for many 
years. Sprager is the former executive 
director of the Central American 
Solidarity and Assistance facility in 
Takoma Park, Md., a _ suburb of 
Washington, D.C. 

Marbach told Southern Cross Nov. 6 he 
has always had an affinity to work with 


refugees perhaps because his own 
grandfather was a refugee from Poland. 
He also worked with the Refugee 
Resettlement Program in the Diocese of: 
Portland, Maine. 

Marbach said the trek, or ‘‘survivalist 
walk,’’ has been very demanding, both 
physically and emotionally. 

‘‘We’ve been stuck in snow storms and 
at other times couldn’t find water. It’s 
hard to keep going, but we just keep 
thinking about our reasons for walking. 
The plight of the refugee pales our 
problems in comparison.”’ 

Marbach said the walk has been a 
‘reaffirmation of my faith through the 
kindness and generosity of people’? who 
they have encountered on their route. “‘I 
know there has been guardian angels 
looking out for us.”’ 

Anyone interested in walking the last 
mile with Sprager and Marbach, can 
meet in Campo at noon. Take 94 East 
into Campo. At the Trading Post, turn 
right on Forest Gate Road for 
approximately 1/2 mile to the Pacific 
Crest Trail marker.

BALTIMORE — Church leaders 
launched the celebration of the 200th 
anniversary of the establishnient of the 
U.S. Catholic hierarchy at a Nov. 5 Mass 
heralding the American church’s ethnic 
mix. 

The Mass, celebrated by Cardinal 
Casaroli, Vatican secretary of state and 
the representative of Pope John Paul II to 
the event, was celebrated at Baltimore’s 
Basilica of the Assumption of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, the first Catholic cathedral in 
the nation. 

The Mass took place on the eve of the 
anniversary of Pope Pius VI’s signing, on 
Nov. 6, 1789, of the papal decree which 
established Baltimore as the first diocese 
in the young United States, and named as 
its bishop John Carroll, a Jesuit and 
pragmatic intellectual from a prominent 
Maryland family who had been elected 
head of the clergy by the nation’s priests. 

At the Mass, Archbishop Pio Laghi, 
pronuncio to the United States, read a 
message from the pope to the bishops. 

The pope noted that the bishops face 
‘‘particular challenges of our own time, 
both within the church and the world at 
large.” 

“‘As new immigration continues and 
the remnants of racism remain,’’ he said, 
Catholics should love, care.for and respect 
each other ‘‘so as to be a model of 
harmony for all people’’ and should 
collaborate with ‘‘all people of good will 
in upholding the dignity and rights of the 
human person from conception to natural 
death.”’ 


Supreme Court urged

WASHINGTON — The Knights of 
Columbus has urged the Supreme Court to 
uphold the federal Equal Access Act 
guaranting student religious groups the 
same right to use public school facilities 
guaranteed to other student groups. 

‘““The Equal Access Act does not 
establish a religion,’’ the friend-of-the- 
court brief stated. “‘It does nothing more 
than guarantee that students’ extracur- 
ricular speech will not be censored for its 
political, religious or philosophical 
content.”

Access Act, designed to give religion-

Archbishop Martino made his statement 
last month to the U.N. General Assembly 
committee dealing with humanitarian 
affairs. 

If the committee, as expected, 
recommends holding the International 
Family Year, the proposal will then go 
before the full General Assembly for a final 
vote, probably in December. 


USCC official urges 
reforms to aid children 


WASHINGTON — Msgr. Robert N. 
Lynch, on behalf of the U.S. bishops, has 
asked congressional conferees to adopt 
reforms in Supplemental Security Income 
and Medicaid coverage affecting disabled 
children and low-income children and low- 
income pregnant women and infants. 

The priest, general secretary of the U.S. 
Catholic conference, made the comments 
in aletter to members of the Senate Finance 
Committee and the House Ways and 
Means and Energy and Commerce 
committees. 

Msgr. Lynch urged the conference 
committee to adopt reforms in the 
Supplemental Security Income program 
backed by the House of Representatives in 
the federal budget reconciliation package 
that the Senate did not address. 

He requested ‘‘a modest increase’’ in 
financial assistance given Supplemental 
Security Income recipients and said the 
Medicaid ‘‘should be extended to all 
children and teen-agers in families below 
the poverty level.’’

Pope canonizes two 
on All Saints’ Day 


VATICAN CITY — The ‘‘great 
multitude’’ of saints continues to grow as 
followers of Christ exemplify the 
Beatitudes of St. Matthew’s Gospel, said 
Pope John Paul II during an All Saints’ Day 
Mass in which he canonized two Italians. 


“‘Among this multitude the churchtoday - 


desires to call by name two new saints,’’ the 
pope said during the Nov. 1 liturgy in St. 
Peter’s Basilica. 

The new saints are Brother Richard 
Pampuri, a medical doctor and member of 


the Hospitaller Brothers of St. John of God, \@ 


and Father Gasper Bertoni, founder of the 
Congregation of the Sacred Stigmata. 

The new saints, Pope John Paul said, 
embraced poverty, were ‘‘sensitive to 
suffering, considerate of the abandoned, 
participants in the anguish and the 
affliction of their brothers.”’ 

During an Oct. 31 vespers service at St. 
Peter’s, the pope beatified another Italian 
priest, Father Joseph Baldo, wholived from 
1843 to 1915. He-was a parish priest, 
seminary administrator and founder of the 
Congregation of the Little Daughters of St. 
Joseph. 


CRS provides shelter, 
food to Philippines 


BALTIMORE — The third typhoon in 
three weeks roared through the Philippines 
Oct. 19, killing at least 19 people, and 
destroying over 10,000 homes. Catholic 
Relief Services has sent $50,000 to the 
Philippines to help feed and house the 
victims, especially those in remote areas. 

“‘Church agencies can make a distinct 
difference in the remotest areas,’’ CRS 
Country Representative Ken Hackett said. 

CRS will channel its aid through a 
network of local dioceses developed in the 
Philippines over the last 40 years.

Palestine’ 


VATICAN CITY — While Middle East 
leaders talk about peace efforts and negotia- 
tions, the suffering is becoming “worse and 
worse” in Palestine, where an uprising has 
claimed several hundred lives, said the 
Latin-rite patriarch of Jerusalem, 
Archbishop Michel Sabbah. 

The patriarch, in Rome to meet with Pope 
John Paul II Nov. 3, said the situation called 
for immediate effective steps, as opposed to 
negotiating arrangements that “take months 
and years while everything remains the 
same” for the Palestinians. A 

Patriarch Sabbah made the comments in 
an interview with Vatican Radio Nov. 4. He 
was asked about recent peace proposals, 
which have become bogged down in wran- 
gling over details of negotiating terms. 

“There is talk about many initiatives, 
many efforts, but up to now everything is 
getting worse and worse for those of us who 
live there. The situation is full of human 
suffering, of people who are crying out for 
peace and justice,” he said. 

The patriarch said a Palestinian solution 
could be worked out easily if there was 
“good will” among leaders there. He said be 
believed that most Palestinians and Israelis 
wanted justice in the territories. 

The patriarch criticized what he called the 
“intransigent line” taken by some in the Is- 
raeli government. This position, .he said, is 
basically one of refusal — refusal to “give 
justice, peace and freedom from fear.” 

The uprising, or “intifada,” is aimed at 
establishing an independent Palestinian 
homeland and has pitted much of the Pales- 
tinian population against the Israeli occupa- 
tion force, which has controlled the ter- 
ritories since 1967. 

In recent weeks, the United States has tried 
to promote a framework for Israeli-Pales- 
tinian talks. For its part, the Israeli’ govern- 
ment has proposed eventual elections in 


- Palestine to choose a delegation with which 


Israel would then negotiate. 

Palestinian opposition has been centered 
on Israel’s insistence that the Palestine 
Liberation Organization be excluded from 
the process. » : 

Patriarch Sabbah was one of four Pales- 
tinian religious leaders who criticized 
Israel’s six-week-long military cut-off of the 
town of Beit Sahour after residents there 
refused to pay Israeli taxes. 

The day of the patriarch’s meeting with the 
pope, a small group of religious leaders was 
allowed to hold a prayer service in -Beit 
Sahour’s Catholic church, Vatican Radio 
reported. 

The Vatican newspaper, L’Osservatore 
Romano, reported that the same day about 
150 U.S. Christians marched from Beth- 
lehem to Beit Sahour to show solidarity with 
the people there. 

The newspaper reported that according to 
Israeli estimates, the property seized from 
homes in Beit Sahour during the military 
operation was worth three times the unpaid 
tax. 
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However, -‘‘after I explained my 
situation to the guys (incarcerated), it 
broke down alot of my fears and 
worries.’” Many of them were very 
supportive, he said. 

Father Kaicher was sentenced Oct. 31 
by El Cajon Municipal Court Judge 


Larrie R. Brainard for violating the terms 


of a two-year probation for ‘‘trespassing 
with the intent to obstruct or interfere 
with a legitimate business.”’ , 

The charge, to which Father Kaicher 
pleaded no contest Feb. 1, stemmed from 
an arrest on Sept. 30, 1988, while sitting 
by himself next to the entrance of the 
Family Planning Clinic in La Mesa 
holding a sign that read ‘‘Choose Life.’’ 

The probation prohibited him from 
blocking any access to medical facilities. 

Since that time, Father Kaicher 
admitted to the court Oct. 31, he has 
participated in three anti-abortion 
protests, directly violating the terms of his 
probation. 

“‘T cannot obey any law or probation 
that pits me against the unborn. I don’t 
feel guilty at all. A greater law is being 
violated every day and that law is that all 
life is sacred,’’ Father Kaicher told 
Southern Cross. 

At his probation revocation hearing, 
the priest waived his right to counsel and 
defense so he could present his case for the 
unborn. _ 

He told the judge in a statement he 
“cannot in conscience promise to obey

any law or probation which allows the

Interfaith 
dilemma 
explored

‘‘The Outside Chance of Maximilian 
Glick’’ (South Gate) explores the crisis of 
faith that sidelines 12-year-old Max Glick 
as he approaches his bar mitzvah in his 
rural Canadian hometown circa 1960. 


To his doting parents and 
grandparents, Max (Noam Zylberman) is 
a prince of a boy and destined for great 
things. But Max sees things differently. 
He wants choices that his family and 
religion don’t seem to offer, like the right 
to fall for Celia (Fairuza Balk), the new 
Polish Catholic girl in town who barely 
beats him in a piano competition and 
becomes his piano partner. 

When Max’s piano instructor, Derek 
Blackthorn (Nigel Bennett), teams Max 
and Celia in an upcoming four-handed 
piano competition, the talented 
youngsters become inseparable. Despite 
Derek’s positive example as the husband 
of a Japanese bride, Max’s puppy love 
and dreams to play a _ permanent 
professional piano duet with Celia are 
squashed by his family and synagogue 
who encourage him to stick to his own 
kind. 


Max obeys his parents but is so 
troubled by the hypocrisy and prejudice 
that exists within the local Jewish and 
Christian communities that he questions 
the whole relevance of his bar mitzvah 
and badgers his town’s new young, 
ultraorthodox Rabbi Teitelman (Saul 
Rubinek) to give him straight answers. 


Since Rabbi Teitelman is also on the 
outs with the Jewish elders for his 
unorthodox behavior — he’s blunt, funny 
and practices what he preaches — he 
inspires Max to face up to his family and 
unify his divided community in the true 
spirit of the Bible and brotherly love. 

This Canadian film directed by Allan 
A. Goldstein and based on a novel by 
Morley Torgov may too easily resolve the 
issue of deeply ingrained religious 
prejudice, but it makes an effort to 
understand, not sugar-coat, the Jewish 
point of view. As Max faces off his parents 
and questions the decisions made for his 
well-being as a Jew, he notes the conflicts 
between his religious teaching and his 
parents’ demands.

Despite the fact that the film is 
miserably titled and looks and sounds too 
much like a slick TV ‘‘Afterschool 
Special,’’ ‘‘The Outside Chance of 
Maximilian Glick’’ has .some nice 
touches. It genuinely captures the humor 
and religious and cultural sensitivities at 
work within Max’s Jewish family and 
community. Also clearly evoked is the 
confusion faced by children too young to 
understand or accept the concept of 
prejudice. 


While Celia’s Catholicism is not the 
focus here, her parents are as limited as 
Max’s parents when it comes to cultural 
and religious differences. ‘“The Outside 
Chance of Maximilian Glick’’ is a perfect 
film for interfaith audiences of parents 
and children to share and discuss, and will 
be especially enlightening for young, non- 
Jewish audiences.

Guide for spiritual directors 


A PSYCHOLOGICAL HANDBOOK 
FOR SPIRITUAL DIRECTORS by 
Father John J. Evoy, SJ,; Kansas City, 

o.: Sheed and Ward, 1988 (142pp.; 
$11.95pb) 


In our litigous society, those who 
practice some form of spiritual counseling 
are becoming more frequent targets of 
litigation. Some of this is undoubtedly 
justified, as are similar complaints against 
psychological professionals. But some of it 
stems from a lack of understanding, often 
on the part of both parties, of a spiritual 
counselor’s proper function. 

Father Evoy is a trained psychologist 
who has also spent many years as a 
spiritual director. He is keenly aware of 
the dangers of attempting to mix the two, 
especially when one is not trained to do 
so. He has written this book to help other 
spiritual directors to recognize when it 
may be necessary to refer someone to 
another professional. 

The book is arranged alphabetically on 
a case-by-case basis. There are over 100 
cases, all from Father Evoy’s experience. 
Some problems (such as anger, 
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‘depression and fear) get several entries, 
while others receive only one or two. 
Obviously, some things recur much more 
frequently than others and in various 
guises. 

As Father Evoy discusses each case, he 
carefully distinguishes the truly spiritual 


(including some manifestations of 
extraordinary phenomena) from the 
psychological and recommends when the 
spiritual director should refer the person 
to other professional help. Some spiritual 
directors might balk at using 
psychological professionals in. the belief 
that all disorders ultimately stem from an 
undeveloped or poorly developed spiritual 
life. Father Evoy addresses these concerns 
in a very informative foreword that really 
must be read before proceeding to the 
case studies. 

In the foreword, he strongly urges that 
any professional to whom someone is 
recommended be a practicing Catholic. 
He explains that such a professional will 


best be able to understand the values and 
background of another Catholic, whereas 
non-Catholics can only really offer 
superficial help. 

What he doesn’t say, perhaps because 
he is being charitable, is that much of the 
training undergone by potential 
psychologists is actually anti-religious, 
largely because many of those who 
developed psychology were anti-religious. 
Freud, for example, was an avowed 
atheist and Jung would not acknowledge 
the existence of a personal, transcendent 
God. These men, and others like them, 
imbued psychology with such beliefs and 
attitudes, 

Although this book is aimed at spiritual 
directors (and anyone who is a spiritual 
director should read it), it contains useful 
information for non-professionals, 
particularly those who often have others 
confiding in them. It also might help 
people to recognize some of their own 
spiritual problems, and, most 
importantly, to better know what a 
spiritual director can or can’t do for them.

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Los obispos de Alta-Baja California se reunen 


Intercambio de sacerdotes fue el tema principal de la reuni6n semestral en Sacramento

SACRAMENTO — Los obispos 
catélicos de California y de la parte noroc- 
cidental de México (Alta y Baja California) 
se reunieron el pasado 11 de octubre en 
Sacramento a fin de discutir la mejor manera 
de preparar y proporcionar mas sacerdotes y 
seminaristas para trabajar con la creciente 
poblaci6n hispana de los Estados Unidos. El 
encuentro de los obispos tuvo lugar en la 
Catedral del Santisimo Sacramento. 

Los obispos, incluyendo al Sr. Obispo Leo 
T. Maher de San Diego, examinaron los ac- 
tuales esfuerzos para traer sacerdotes de 
México para servir en California: Las con- 
versaciones se enfocaron en un documento 
aprobado por el Comité Administrativo de la 
Conferencia Nacional de Obispos Catélicos 
en marzo de 1989, el cual describe un 
“acuerdo mutuo” de las conferencias epis- 
copales para el intercambio de sacerdotes 
procedentes de otros paises. 

El acuerdo de la Conferencia Nacional de 
Obispos Catdlicos (NCCB) estipula que 
cuando un sacerdote por razones pastorales 
desea emigrar a otro pais (en este caso los 
Estados Unidos 0 México) para servir a sus 
coterraneos, debe tener una experiencia pas- 
toral minima de cuatro afios, aceptar un com- 
promiso de tres a seis afios de servicio, y 
obtener el permiso tanto de su propio obispo 
como del obispo de la didcesis en la cual 
desea ir a servir. El sacerdote en cuesti6n 
debe ademas terminar un curso de 
preparaci6n organizado por la conferencia 
de obispos de su pais 0 participar en un 
programa ofrecido por el Comité sobre 
Migracion de la NCCB. 

Los obispos de Alta y Baja California es- 
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responsable” y “un espiritu misionero” son 
factores indispensables en la motivaci6n de 
tales sacerdotes a fin de que el programa de 
intercambio sea puesto en practica. 

Los obispos también discutieron los 
problemas relacionados con la preparaci6n 
de los seminaristas procedentes de México 
que vienen a servir a los catdélicos hispanos 
en las parroquias de Califomia. 

El Padre Salvador Cisneros, rector del 
seminario catdlico de Tijuana, y el Padre Ron 
Witherup, decano de estudios del Seminario 
de San Patricio de Menlo Park, California, 
informaron a los obispos acerca de los con- 
flictos relacionados con la validacién de 
créditos de los seminaristas que son trans- 
feridos de México y de otros paises de 
Latinoamérica a los seminarios de los Es- 
tados Unidos. 

Ambos sacerdotes estuvieron de acuerdo 
en que los cursos tomados por los seminaris- 
tas y sus respectivos créditos frecuentemente 
no son reconocidos por los seminarios de los 
Estados Unidos, lo cual causa confusié6n y 
retraza a algunos seminaristas en el progreso 
en sus estudios camino a su ordenacion. 

Ambos voceros sefialaron que la falta de 
entendimiento entre los dos sistemas de es- 
tudio es el problema mayor por el que 
atraviesan, Los obispos estuvieron de acuer- 
do en que los seminarios de California estan 
manejando esta situaci6n adecuadamente a 
fin de que los seminaristas que son trans- 
feridos de México puedan progresar en sus 
estudios.
